SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Eros No. 52 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification has been given because the magazine contains material which 
tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, 
and promotes and supports the use of coercion to compel any person to submit to 
sexual conduct. Because the magazine uses young women to sell sexual products 
and places these images amongst other sexually arousing material the magazine 
tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 
This use of young women is best illustrated in a prominent advertisement depicting a 
young teenage woman posing sexually and being used to sell video recordings 
featuring young women. The magazine promotes and supports the use of coercion to 
compel any person to submit to sexual conduct by presenting as sexually arousing 
and appealing a story involving two women being forced to submit to sexual conduct 
as punishment for being caught shoplifting. 

These images and themes have been considered and balanced with section 14 of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) which confirms the right to freedom of 
expression. However, si 4 of the NZBR Act does not apply to this publication because 
the magazine tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 and tends to promote and support the use of coercion to compel any person 
to submit to sexual conduct under s3(2)(b) of that Act. Sections 3(2)(a) and (b) 
override the NZBR Act because they are deeming provisions which cannot be given a 
meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms set out in the NZBR Act. 
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
